IOWA BEER AND LIQUOR CONTROL COUNCIL MEMBERSHIP
S.F. 213

AN ACT relating to the members of the Iowa beer and liquor control council.
Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Section 1. Section 123.6, Code 1981, is amended to read as follows:

123.6 APPOINTMENT —TERM —QUALIFICATIONS —~COMPENSATION. Appoint-
ments shall be for five-year staggered terms beginning and ending as provided by section
69.19 and shall be made by the governor, subject to confirmation by the senate. Members of
the council shall be chosen on the basis of managerial ability and experience as business ex-
license to manufacture alcoholic liquor or beer or sell aleoholic liquor or beer at wholesale or
retail. Members may be reappointed for one additional term. Each member appointed shall
receive full compensation for the member’s services of twe thousand five hundred dolars per
annum forty dollars per diem in addition to reasonable and necessary expenses while attend-
ing meetings. o

Sec. 2. Section 123.45, unnumbered paragraph 1, Code 1981, is amended to read as follows:

No Except as provided in section 123.6, a council member or department employee shall not,
directly or indirectly, individually, or as a member of a partnership or shareholder in a cor-
poration, have any interest in dealing in or in the manufacture of alcoholic liquor or beer ner,
and shall not receive any kind of profit nor have any interest in the purchase or sale of
aleoholic liquor or beer by persons so authorized under this chapter exeept that. However,
this provision shall not prevent prohibit any such member or employee from lawfully purchas-
ing and keeping alcoholic liquor or beer in his or her possession for personal use.
